In February 1951, the Northeast China Military ares established e prisoner of 
war camp for United Natiogs prisoners at Ku Ch'eng li (4% + #8 ), near 
Kaolimen (124-06, 40-21). | 


2. The place called Ku Cheng Ii is a basin 6 kilometers in length and 3 kilometers 
in width. It is about 5 kilometers west of the Kaolimen station on the Antung~ 
Mukder. railway. The Japanese, during their occupation of the area, built more 
thun 60 blocks of houses there, and constructed a light railway spur to Kaolimen 
station. : 


4« There are several dozen cultural workers and political cadres attached to the 
camp to assist in handling the prisoners. Procedure for prisoners received in 
the camp included registration, investigation, trial, and Commnist indoctrin- 
ation. Prisoners were to be sent in groups to other places within Chine for 
terms of imprisonment. 


40 As of October 1951, there were more than 300 United Nations prisoners in the camp. 
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
